Nevertheless, the emphasis js 
still on the development of 
heavy Industry, {tlustrated 
by the declaration that “the 
Planned growth of Sociallst 
produciion ensures an t{n- 
crense of approximately 60 
per cent in the national in- 
come during the five year 
period; the real wages of 
factory and office workers 
will go up by about 30 per 
cont on the average.” 


IPHE gap between 60 per cent 
and 30 per cent is almost 
exactly the same as for the 
leat five year period—a 
surplus that Js being ‘taken 
away from the producers, 
Part of it represents the 
incomes of the members of 
the vast “state apparatus” 
which has taken the place 
of the old “capitalist ex- 
ploiters.” Part represents

Thia determination Is 
motivated by the desire to 
overtake and surpass the 
most cconomically  deve- 
Joped capitalist countries 
as regards ou.put per head 
of population, Accurding to 
Marxist theory it) should 
have happened long since, 
The fact that it has not 
happened makes the Com- 
munist lenders no Jess deter- 
mined, at whatever cost to 
the workers, to bring it te 
pass. So far as the Kremlin 
is concerned the workers 
nmust produce more ner head 
bo that Marx shall be justl- 
fied, 


UT to the non-Communist 
world there is another, and 
even more important reason 
for this insistence by the

The United States is 
preparing for the possi- 
bility of anew series of 
crises with Communist 
China over Formosa, 


Well-infortned sources today 
were gloomy in their — assess- 
ment of the chances of reaching 
peaceful settlements with the 
Chinese during the current am- 
bassadors’ negotiations m 
Geneva, 


They expressed their deep 
concern that the new deadlock 
— arising from Peking's = re- 
fusal to Include the Nationalists! 
Island stronghold in a proposed 
ceclarotion renouncing force — 
might be followed by new 
diplomatic and propaganda 
offenslves against the United 
States Unked with increased 
military “nuisance” actlvity in 
the Formosa Strait. 


BUT NO ATTACK 


The danger of a worsening of

Area Of Weakness 


These areas ranged from: the 
value of widespread diversifica- 
tion to what thp sludy called 
“the wisdom of not too much 
obvious zeal once a position of 
Influence has been attained.”

HERE was a time when

Most parents of children over 
five or six realise thot their 
children will be handicapped In 
bodily agility by excessive 
weight and be subjected to a 
lot of teasing and consequent 
unhappiness. Furthermore, 10 
is apparent that obese children 
are a more Hkely to be obeso 

ults. 


Glandular Disorder 


Some of you remember when 
we were Ied to believe that 
practically all obesity was duo 
to a glandular disorder, Whut 
x comforting idea that was! It 
put no responsibili on the 
heavyweight for ating cat- 
ing habits, 


Medical experts now tell us 
that glanda rarely have any- 
pera to do with obesity in 
children or adults, They get 
too fat because they cat too 
much, especially carbohydrates 
and fats, or they don’t move 
about enough, or for both these 
reasons, 


In Odense, Denmark, o study, 
which was "published in 1953, 
was made of obese children, 23 
girls ond 14 boys between 7 
and 16 years of age. Their 
health and habits were com- 
pared with those of another 
group of children of normal 
weight. All but one of the fat 
children were or had been ex- 
cessive eaters especiully of ¢x- 
tra meals, Also, thirteen show- 
ed low vodily activity. Tho 
normal children did not.
